Indiaji Mutiny, IS57 is tlie nuMt rrmarkftbft event in 
tht Biiibh hisiory^ Delhi On I TiK May {@57 three btlian 
Re0m.mte jmitineed at Mccmi^ poceeded untheekccE 
iiralght to Delhi and occicpwd the dty the fort, When 
t}wCoiTimurider-tnXh3cf^tthcne^'$, he miniedintcEy tcH^c- 
thcr wKatevet troops were available and started from Ambula 
for Delhi on 2Sih May. bnit urtfortynatrly he died of cholera 
the FollowinfE day. Hes successor General Beninfd captured 
the Ridge cm 8tb June and from there directed the siege of 
Delhi, but tiirfoTtunaLelv ag^in within a few weeks heabo 
died of diolfta on Jth July* His successor^ General WJson, 
received seige guns and fTinrorcements on 4th September and 
resolved to stonn the city. On 14tli September the besiegm 
led by the immorra] John Nicholson carried out the assault 
fcn a most gallant Tnanncfp After some day^ of despemtie 
street fighting, the fort was taken on 20th September and

E^OfC Jby break on the eventful 14 th September 1357, 
some 3,000 infantry were drawn up in liiree columns betw een 
Ridge and Ludlow Castle with ihc heroic Johit Nicholaoo 
at their hoad^ His own cclumri marched on Into Kudsia 
Gardeni which column turned off into Cuiiom-hoiM Garden 
and CampbelLs men passed up the high road tp Kashmir Gale. 
At the head ol the column nKived the explosion party 
consisting of two young Engineers and three sapper Secants 
and eight Indian ¥appers under KaviJdar Madho, carrying the 
fKiwder bags with mkh their white comrade^were to assay 
tlie perilous task of blowing up Kashmeri Gate. By the 
time the sun had risen some way the horbon, the 

heasy British guns had once more cieaicd tip ihe breaches. 
Nicholson gave the signal For an advance. The soldiers^ 
with a loud efieer dashed forward, fallowed by ladder 
parties. As the troops besieged from low birshwood they 
encountered a furious storm ol rausketrY ffoni and ftanks^ 
which W many a heave men (ow. But Nkholson strove cm 
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utkhurt and unheeding as if death iiiclf couliJ^ ncA stand 
dgajnst isEFfl. Very rapidly the kading stormers readied the 
ditch pbnted Mdtrs on bllen masonry, climbed over the 
breaches and with a wild exuStant cheer drove the rDvoliets 
before them ir^ momrntiiry rout In the meantime eicplosion 
party had burst open the Kashmiri Gate by fewee of sheer 
self sacrificing heroism. Soon after Nicholson himself with 
the toil-worn remnant of his troops appi^ared on the scene. 

^ A part of Wilson's plan was that stormlna columms should 
clear and hold the ramparts as far westward as the Lahore 
Gate. L^ontrary to opinion of thtise around !ijn> NfehoUon 
was bent on lu[hiling Wilsons Instructions to the last 
letter.

Luckily an ordctly placed him In a recess 
neatby^ Much against his will, nc was put in a pknquLn 
(dnii! and 10 be carried by carriers in place of safety^ but the 
bearers fearing mob attack left, the dofi fn Giota Efoiar 
and ran away.

The nature oi his wound, a shot through the lungs necessitate 
absolute quiet of mind and bodyj and we would fa in have 
enforced complete silence uppfi him- A11 ti was iinpMl- 
ble to cnary out, for he would insist upon hearing how 
maners went in die crty, and would excite himself terr^ly 
over the news that w-as brought In horn time to time, wc 
would only admire the man w-bo seemed to think little of hls 
owrr sufferings, and tho« whose thought* w^cre absorbed In 
the success of the military operations. 

Lieutenant Montgomerie who was bathirig ihc sufferer's,, 
temples with Eau dc Cologne remaiked as follows:— 

"It was terrible seeing the great strong man^ who 
a few years ago was die fife and soul of every thinc 
brave and daring, struclt down in his way,.,. ... . . I could 
have followed him anywhere, so brave, cool, and self- 
posstssed, and so energetic^ you would have thought 
he was made of iron. The shot that killed him was 
worth more to the Panday than all rest put togcdicr 
Hodson wrote on I5di September to his brottier thus j— 
'^Poor Nicholson was most dangerously w^ounded at 
a rime too, when his services were beyond expressiGn 
valuable.'^ His grief was shared by Wilson himself and die 
whole army. It was soon known throughout the Punjab

Hundreds of historical buildint» and mins arc scattered 
over the extensive area, aV considcraible port of which Is 
dominated by the magnificent Prithvi Lot, otherwite styled 
as Kutob Minor, the seventh archltecmral wonder of 
Hindustani This man^wom plain, which provided sites for 
many Hindu capitals, seven Muslim cities and for the dritish

find a scene moic terrible than that enacted In Chandni 
Cbok one spring morning in 1739. Nadir Shah, the 
Persian soldier of fiiW, marched through Kabul and Lahore, 
defeated the Mughal army at Karnal, enticed Delhi, took tip 
hjs quarters at the Royal Palace In the Red Fort and i^rartcd 
^ exhorting the helpless Mughal Emperor cancemeng his 
imperial duty^ while looting his treasures^ fleecing his nobles^ 
and plunder ing his subjects. A huge Praian army su r round- 
ed the cityi famine threaioicd^ Nadir Shah diciaTed the 
price of grainj the unfortunate ettirens rose in revolt and 
Nadir Shah ordered his General to enter the city with 20,000 
troops. At njJdnight Nadir Shah stirred out of the Red Fort 
and took up hisi position m tlte Golden Monque (Sunehri Masjid 
of Poshap-ud-dula), which stands even tcnJay clofe to Kotwali 
(Police S^tion). At ihts htstoric spot Nadir Shah wiiEtrd 
k for dawn^ which at length, broke big with the fate of E>clhi. 
^Hh the first rays of the sun the terrible Nadir Shah drew 
his sword, thus grvfng the Hgnal For general massacre. And 
so he stood^ with drawn^ sword, fiendishly w^atchSng the 
grfmmcst tragedy imsiglinablc. The P^irsian soldiers fell tjpon 
j. tJic helpless population, sparing none. And this hen,- 
* calamity called forth the noblest deeds on the part of high- 
caste Hindus for the sake of honour. Wcmircn and treasures 
were hastily coliectcd and consigned to the ftames. Faithlul 
wives, having lost their husbands^ flung thdr dearest children 
into wrIU and sprang in alter diem, b less than ten hours 
over a hundred thousand were slaSifr And all this, while the 


Nadir Shah stood stem ajtd Einmovcd. At 
last the mtsrrabic Mughal Empcr.nr Mohammad Shad plucked 
up cdutbbCh drew near to the Devil Ineamatc Nadir Shah 
arid improrifd merev^ Havir^ fistened to hisfahcrina prayer 
hJadjr Shah scathi-d his sword and exclaimed “For the sake 
of Mohrimmad Shah I forclvc*^. ImmedlaielYp however the 
Persians starred a svftematk liMting of the f^ch dty^ Even 
ihe massacie, to their eremsi dtshenour and dairmiatloii, was 

repeated on a STnaJkr scale foar days later. Nadir Shnh 
returned to Persia, fiavlnfl looted Dslh to the score of over 
four mllliofi sterling In additiofi, of eourse, to the Famous 
peacock Throne, But his tofal booty was far greater, 
uceordiTig to rehablc historical tes+imonv, 

OtW JiTwedia. k was in Chondtii Qiow't, at the 
Kcrtwali (Police Station) that Major Hcdsofi, In the Mutiny 
of ISS7, exposed the corpses of the Mughal Princes, skin 
by him near Humayuns Tomb. It was again from a house 
in Giandfii Chow^k that a bomb was thrown at the Viceroy. 
Lord Hflitfingc and hfs asiassinatiofi attempted, while he was 
proceeding in slate, along the Chandni Chowk to the Red 
Fort OR ISrd December l&fZ, formally to teceive the new 
Imperial Capital from the LientcFioni-Govimof of the Punjab. 

Clock Totrer, QUMm Ffcton/i Statue and Northbrook 
FuuniAfft- —The advent oF BriHs^h rule In India has changed 
the style of buildings and tnost of the commcrcia! houses in 
Chaiidnl Chowk have the tint of modem styk ir^ them. The 
Qock Tower, the Queen Vkroria Statue and the Northbrook 
Fountain are the tyr^cal monuments of the Western Style. Thus 
the Haitein bride (Ch. ChokJ h adorned with Western oma- 
menti. This picturescfiie contrast has not marred the beauty oF 
Chandni Chok but on the other hand enhanced it Not a 
single Clock Tower throirahovt India compared favourably 
the structure of Delhi Cfock Tower.

Pathan, 
but the richly wrought pillars are the spoils of^ Hindu, Jafn

YOG MAYA MANDIR 

AceordinfE to Bharat Puraartn Vofl Maya m^as the 
sister of Krishna. Her ari^Tnal temple Is believed to have been 
erected in the time of Vndhbhif about 1^00 EC. The present 
temple stands about 26Q yards from Vishnu Stambh (Iron 
Pillar) and is very sacred among the Hindus. The present 
temple, built in 1327^ along with BI associated buildings, 
stands withfn a walled cndoiure, 4EK) feet square^ with a 
sniall tower at each end of its comers. The temple and most 
of buildings were built by the magnanimoiis Lab Sidhu MalL 
Subsequent additions and Improvements were made by 
Shrlman Hardhyan Singh. The temple Is 42 feet high^ Keene 
gives a very Interesting dcralption: 1n a marble floored 
and flat roofed room, T7 feet square, entered through a door¬ 
way with a inarbk iramei is tenderiy tept a bbek sacred 
stone, concealed In tinsel and cloth, in a maibk wide and 
a foot deep I and two small panhhai are suspended over It 
from the celling. A four-legged marble labfe, 13 Inch^ 
square and 5 Inches, hfgh stands In front of the idol on the 
floor of the rpom^ and offerings of flowers and svertrneats 
are placed on is. About 8 feet in front of the temple is an 
iron cage, 5 feet square and tC f«t hlgh^ containing iwo 
sicMic tigers. Offerings of wine arvd meat arc not acceptible 
to the goddess, and she does noi permit the lae of bed^^ads 
wiihm the enclosure of het sartetuaty^ 
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Abotita quarter of Kox (half a mile) to the sotith we*t 
of Prfthvi Statnbh (Kutab Mlnar), then: arc two intmerfe 
Baofis ot wells of considctablc depth and unusual propoi' 
riDirt. On one side, each well has a very long slopEne 
approach to the water, consisting of inrtunterablc lights of 
stone steps, A special class of divers, men and boys, however 
near them* They are ever so eager to earn a few 
aruia by liivnig Into their iiilry depths from their dissy tops, 
for the entertainment of the visitors* Vert such feats 
performed Irt ajiy Vestem country, they would doubtless be 
acebtmed as wonderful achievements and certainly figure on 
the silver screens all die world over. 


RAl PITHORA £OT 


Vhen Muslim raids became a serious menae* to Lai 
ii was decided to build a new but larger stronghold on the 
side from which attach were most to be feared. It w« 
named Rai Pithora Koi. According to Sayvad Ahmad 
Khan, Mahataia Prithvi Raj built the citadel and fortified 
the city In 114!!, but Cunningham places this event as l^e 
as ITBO or 118d. It was 7 miles in circumference. Aoi 
was onW 24 miles In circumfereiice.

the Tcnmder of Tughlak dynasty* One-sEjcth ihc area in the 
wuih-w«t was occupied by ihc citadel cani^ining the 
^perors t^lace^ Extensive remains of Jazna Masjid and 
Burf Mandir still remam- The very name Butf Mandir indi¬ 
cates that probably Tughlakabad was another modincation 
of some pnc-Exi.5tirig Hindu building. A word can certainly 
indicate a historical trendy tf nothing more. The probability 
^ heightened by the fact that such a coiosia;} budding was 
Rnished in two years only. The fort had thirEcen gates
